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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 36 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canying out his invention. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. To the extent that "contiguous", "unitary", and "integral" restrict the claims to a 
device made from a single piece, there is no disclosure of how one can make it. The 
only disclosure of making the device is layers of sintering material, which is not suitable 
for a valve, per se. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Baumann et al '281. 

Since the instant drawings are identical to the drawings of Baumann et al it is 
assumed that applicant can understand how the reference works. The recitations 
"selective laser sintering" relate to a method of manufacturing and do not distinguish 
over the apparatus of Baumann et al. The brazed final product of Baumann et al is read 
as integral or unitary.
